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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 


GOOLE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  eighth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  and  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1954. 

The  mid-1954  estimated  population,  as  calculated  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  9,160,  an  increase  of  30  on  the  1953 
figure.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  36. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  14-6  per  thousand  population 
(Adjusted  Birth  Rate  14-2),  which  is  well  below  the  W.R. 
Rural  District  Aggregate  Rate  of  16-3  and  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  15-2. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  of  10-7  (Adjusted  Death  Rate  10-7) 
was  slightly  higher  than  the  previous  year.  The  W.R.  Rural 
Rate  was  9-9  and  that  for  the  country  as  a whole  1T9. 

Of  the  98  deaths,  37  (37-8%)  occurred  at  the  age  of  75 
years  and  upwards  ; of  these  7 were  over  85  years  and  3 over 
90  years  of  age. 

There  were  4 Infant  Deaths,  giving  a Rate  of  29-9  per 
thousand  live  births.  The  W.R.  Rural  Rate  was  27-2  and  for 
England  and  Wales  was  25-5,  a new  low  record. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Maternal  causes. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  totalled  58.  This  total  is 
made  up  largely  of  whooping  cough  (41),  which  was  prevalent 
in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  District  for 
eleven  years,  but  it  is  still  necessary  to  warn  parents  that 
this  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  will  continue  only  so  long  as 
the  majority  of  children  are  immunised  against  diphtheria. 

The  alterations  at  Rose  Cottage,  Snaith,  were  completed 
by  Easter  and  the  M.  and  C.W.  Services  for  that  part  of  the 
District  permanently  established  there. 

As  from  the  28th  June,  1954,  the  sale  of  such  Welfare 
Foods  as  National  Dried  Milks,  orange  juice  and  cod  liver 
oil  was  transferred  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  to  the  Local 
Health  Authority  and  from  that  date  supplies  have  been 
obtainable  at  Child  Welfare  Centres. 


On  the  morning  of  the  12th  November,  1954,  the  worst 
flooding  for  many  years  occurred  in  parts  of  the  Rural  District 
when  the  rivers  Ouse  and  Aire  overflowed  their  banks. 

The  Ouse  River  Board  reported  that  the  22ft.  5in.  tide 
at  Goole  was  the  highest  recorded  in  70  years  and  go  on 
to  explain  that  it  was  due  to  a surge  in  the  North  Sea 
coinciding  with  a high  spring  tide,  and  the  absence  of  wind 
allowed  the  full  effect  to  be  felt  at  Goole.  In  addition,  all 
the  rivers  draining  into  the  river  Ouse  were  in  flood  and  the 
result  was  a level  of  water  1ft.  8in.  higher  than  that 
experienced  on  the  coast  in  January,  1953. 

Traffic  was  delayed  for  some  hours  by  extensive  flooding 
of  the  main  Goole-Rawcliffe  road  in  the  vicinity  of  Rawcliffe 
Hall  Hospital,  and  a number  of  houses  in  the  Riverside  and 
West  End  area  of  the  village  were  flooded.  At  Swinefleet, 
where  minor  flooding  occurred  the  previous  evening,  the 
position  was  more  serious.  Flood  water  rushed  into  premises 
in  High  Street  to  a depth  of  several  feet  and  also  seriously 
affected  property  in  Quayfield  Square.  The  rapid  subsidence 
of  the  flood  prevented  any  specific  danger  to  the  public  health, 
but  every  endeavour  should  be  made  to  prevent  a recurrence 
of  this  event,  rare  though  it  may  be. 

In  conclusion,  I record  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and 
Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation,  and  to  the 
Voluntary  Committees  for  regular  assistance  at  the  Clinics.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951 

During  1954  action  was  taken  under  the  National 
Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  in  the  case  of  a widow, 
aged  52  years,  found  to  be  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease 
and  living  in  insanitary  conditions.  A further  Order  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  was  obtained  and  eventually 
the  patient  was  certified  and  transferred  to  a mental  hospital.

HOUSING,  1954 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  44  houses  (20  at 
Snaith,  24  at  Rawcliffe)  and  eight  houses  were  built  by  private 
individuals.  The  number  of  Council  houses  is  now  537.  A 
good  guide  to  the  housing  shortage  can  be  obtained  by  noting 
the  number  of  applicants  of  the  Council  lists  who  are  living 
in  rooms  or  with  their  parents — this  figure  stands  at  46  ; 
several  of  these  are  of  quite  recent  date.  In  the  selection  of 
tenants  the  Council  give  preference  to  young  married  couples 
who  have  never  had  a home  to  themselves.  New  houses  at 
Snaith  were  let  to  three  families  who  have  lived  for  several 
years  in  the  hutments  at  Pollington  Airfield.  Four  families 
still  remain  in  these  hutments.  Four  new  houses  have  been 
commenced  at  Adlingfleet  and  it  is  intended  to  build  16  at 
Snaith. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  scheme  for  improved  water  supplies  in  the  Marshland 
Area  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  scheme  consisted 
of  the  laying  of  6,960  yards  6"  water  mains,  2,200  yards  4", 
9,960  yards  3",  and  3,300  yards  2",  a total  of  approximately 
1 2i  miles  of  mains.  One  part  of  the  scheme,  the  laying  of 
a 6"  main  from  Old  Goole  to  Swinefleet,  was  put  into  service 
in  October  and  this  immediately  gave  a greatly  increased 
pressure  at  Swinefleet  and  also  in  the  villages  of  Reedness, 


Whitgift,  Ousefleet,  Adlingfleet  and  Fockerby.  It  also  enabled 
the  Council  to  discontinue  the  arrangement  of  obtaining  water 
from  the  Isle  of  Axholme  R.D.C. 

It  is  fully  expected  that  in  the  early  months  of  1955 
the  isolated  houses  and  farms  in  the  Swinefleet  and  Reedness 
Common  area  will  be  connected  to  the  mains  and  so  do  away 
with  the  necessity  for  the  carting  of  water  from  Swinefleet 
to  those  farms. 

A scheme  to  supply  piped  water  to  the  houses  and  farms 
at  New  Bridge  and  on  the  Thorne  Road  in  the  parish  of  East 
Cowick  has  been  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Council  and 
has  been  submitted  to  the  appropriate  Ministry.  This  scheme 
would  supply  about  14  houses. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  are  giving  serious  consideration  to  the  problem 
of  providing  efficient  schemes  in  those  parts  of  the  District 
where  the  need  is  most  urgent.  Their  Consulting  Engineers 
have  prepared  schemes  for  the  parishes  of  Pollington,  Snaith 
and  Cowick,  and  Hook,  and  these  schemes  will  be  given 
preference.  It  is  found  that  many  property  owners  are  anxious 
to  substitute  water  closets  for  the  out-of-date  privies  and  box 
closets,  but  are  prevented  from  doing  so'  owing  to  the  lack 
of  suitable  drains  and  sewers.  When  this  difficulty  is  overcome 
and  every  house  has  a water  closet  village  residents  will  then 
be  as  well  served  as  town  dwellers,  as  they  will  have  piped 
water,  electricity  and  modern  sanitary  conveniences.
